THE PRESIDENT VETOES THE LONG RANGE BILL 

As you know, during the early part of October Congress 
sent the Navaho Rehabilitation Bill to the President for 
his signature. If the President signed it, the Bill would 
then become the law. The Navaho people were in favor 
of this Bill, but they were afraid of the Fernandez Amend¬ 
ment which had been attached to the Bill. 

During the early part of the summer, the Navaho 
Tribal Council was in favor of the Bill, even with the 
Fernandez Amendment attached to it. But as the summer 
passed, there was a great deal of discussion about this 
Amendment, and many of the people were afraid of it 
and told their Councilmen that they did not want it. 

So a special meeting of the Tribal Council was called 
for October 1 I. The purpose of tnis meeting was largely 
to discuss the Long Range Bill and the Fernandez Amend¬ 
ment. The Tribal Attorney, Mr. Norman Littell, came out 
to meet with the Council and explain the Fernandez 
Amendment to them. There was a great deal of discussion 
in Me Council, for and against the matter. 

John Collier sent a letter to the Secretary of the In¬ 
terior, asking him to recommend to the President that the 
Bill be vetoed because of the Fernandez Amendment. Mr. 
Collier also sent a telegram to the Tribal Council, telling 
them that they should also disapprove the Fernandez 
Amendment. Oliver La Farge, who is head of the Associa¬ 
tion on American Indian Affairs, also told the President 
that he should veto this Amendment. Mr. La Farge 
pointed out that the Fernandez Bill might endanger land 
and water rights of Indians. 

The Fernandez Amendment 

Section 9. From and after the effective date of this 
Act, all Indians within the tribal or allotted lands of the 
Navajo and Hopi Reservations shall be subject to the laws 
of the State wherein such lands are located, and shall 
have access to the courts of such State for the enforce¬ 
ment of their rights and the redress of wrongs to the 
same extent and in the same manner as any other citizen 
thereof: Provided, however, That all classes and character 
of property now exempt from taxation shall continue to 
be and remain exempt from taxation by the State until 
otherwise provided by Congress; and that, until otherwise 
provided by Congress, all Federal and tribal laws and 
regulations respecting tne management, assignment, in¬ 
heritance, dr disposition of lands shall be recognized and 
enforced where such laws or regulations are in conflict 
with State laws: Provided further, that nothing herein 
contained shall be construed as authorizing the State to 
interfere in any manner with the administration of the 
school system as provided and administered by the Federal 
Government for such Indians, except that the respective 
State school curricula shall be installed and followed in 
the Navajo schools so far as feasible: Provided further, 
That beginning with the quarter commencing July 1, 
1950, the Secretary of the Treasury shall pay quarterly 
to each State (from sums made available for making 
payments to the States under sections 3 (a), 403 (a), 
and 1003 (a) of the Social Security Act) an amount, in 
addition to the amounts prescribed to be paid to such 
State under such sections, equal to 80 per centum of (1) 
the total amounts expended during the preceding quarter 
by the State under the State plans approved under the 
Social Security Act for old age assistance, aid to dependent 
children, and aid to the needy blind, to Navajo and Hopi 
Indians residing within the boundaries of the State on 
reservations or in allotted or trust lands, with respect to 
whom payments are made to the State by the United States 


under sections 3 (a), 403 (a), and 1003 (a), respectively, 
of the Social Security Act, not counting so much of such 
expenditure to any individual for any month as exceeds 
the limitations prescribed in such sections, reduced by (2) 
the total amounts paid to such State by the United States 
for such quarter under sections 3(a), 403(a), and 1003(a) 
of the Social Security Act with respect to such Indians: And 
provided further, That nothing in this Act provided shall 
be deemed to impair the terms and obligations of any ex¬ 
isting statute or treaty between the United States Govern¬ 
ment and the said Indians, nor take away the jurisdiction 
now exercised by the Federal Government or the tribes, 
but in all cases the jurisdiction of the State, the Federal, 
and the tribal courts shall be concurrent. 

As you can see, the Fernandez Amendment would allow 
the State Courts, as well as the Federal and Tribal Courts, 
to nave jurisdiction over Navaho affairs. The Council was 
afraid of this arrangement. They could not understand 
how it would work, nor how it would affect them. 

As a result, on October 13, the Navaho Tribal Council 
voted its disapproval of the Navaho-Hopi Rehabilitation 
Bill. The vote was 26 against the President signing the 
Bill, to 1 9 in favor of his signing it. 

Everyone who urged the President to veto the Bill did 
so because of the Fernandez Amendment, and they all 
ask that the Bill be passed with this amendment removed 
from it. The Council too was in favor of the rest of tine 
Bill. 

When President Truman heard that the Tribal Council 
also recommended that he veto the Bill, he did so. 
President Truman sent a message to Congress in which 
he told Congress why he was vetoing the Bill. He said: 

"I have withheld my approval with reluctance, and only 
after the most careful consideration of all the provisions 
of S. 1407. The Bill contains many meritorious features, 
in fact its only objectionable provisions are those of section 
9 (The Fernandez Amendment, which with some qualifi¬ 
cations, extend State civil and criminal laws and courts 
jurisdiction to the Navaho-Hopi reservations which are 
now under Federal and Tribal laws and courts. Section 9 
is heavily weighted with possibilities of grave injury to 
the very people who are intended to be the beneficiaries 
of the bill. Its many and serious defects outweigh, in my 
judgment, the merits of the rest of the bill.'' 

"In the first place, the meaning of section 9 is obscure. 
While it seeks to subject the Navaho and Hopi Indians 
to the civil and criminal laws of the States where their 
reservations are situated, in certain circumstances and 
under certain conditions, the details of these circumstances 
and conditions cannot be determined, with any measure 
of legal correctness, from the language of section 9. For 
example, the right to inherit personal property, such as 
cattle, sheep, tools and utensils, is a matter of vital 
concern to the Navaho and Hopi Indians, as it is to other 
human beings. The descent of this property upon death 
is a matter which is now governed by their tribal practices 
and customs. Section 9 might be construed as abrogating 
these practices and customs at one fell swoop and imposing 
upon these Indians a system governing the descent and 
distribution of personal property which they neither want 
nor understand. Another matter of vital concern to the 
Navaho and Hopi Indians is their water rights, since they 
live in an arid country where water is the most precious 
of all natural resources. The jurisdiction to adjudicate, 
•protect and enforce these water rights is now vested in 
Federal courts where Indians rights are assured of full 
protection. Section 9 might be construed as transferring 
plenary power over Indians water rights to the State courts 
where there is much less assurance of protection for Indian 
rights, or it might be construed as leaving the existing 
Federal jurisdiction substantially unimpaired. These two 
illustrations are far from exhaustive, but they reveal quite 
plainly that the bill contains serious threats to the basic 
rights of these Indians, and at best would create a series 
of legal tangles which only years of expensive litigation 
could unravel. In the interim, many valuable interests 
might be lost and much irreparable injury suffered by 
the Navajo and Hopi peoples." 

"A second major objection to section 9 is that its 
avowed purpose of accomplishing a broad-scale extension 
of State laws to the Navajo and Hopi reservations is in 
conflict with one of the fundamental principles of Indian 
law accepted by our nation, namely, the principal of 
respect for tribal self-determination in matters of local 
government. The Congress and the Executive Branch have 
repeatedly recognized that so long as Indian communities 
wished to maintain, and were prepared to maintain, their 
own political and social institutions, they should not be 
forced to do otherwise." 

"Statutes have, of course, been enacted from time to 
time extending State criminal or civil laws to particular 
Indian communities. Primarily, these statutes dealt with 
comparatively small groups, the members of which 
through long association with neighboring whites, had

reached the stage where they were prepared to, and wished 
to be governed by state and local law. The Navajo and 
Hopi tribes are not in this category. They are, indeed, 
the Indians who are probably least prepared for such a 
major change." 

In reaching my decision I nave been greatly influenced 
by the attitude of the Navajo Indians toward the bill. . . . 
They greatly favor the long range rehabilitation program 
which the bill proposes. But much as they favor the con¬ 
structive provisions of the bill, they fear section 9 more. 
This is indicated by the fact that at a meeting held on 
October 13, 1949, after final congressional action on the 
bill, the Navajo Tribal Council, the Tribe's governing 
body, adopted a resolution urging that I veto S. 1407 (the 
bill)." 

Mr. Truman went on to point out that laws already 
exist which will permit expenditures of money for nearly 
all the purposes listed in the long range bill. The bill was 
written up so that Congress could learn about each item 
for which money should be spent. Mr. Truman went on to 
say "I plan to include in the budget for the fiscal year 
1951, appropriation estimates that will provide for initi¬ 
ation of the ten year program." 

Mr. Truman also said that he would be glad to pass 
the Bill if Congress would approve of it without the 
Fernandez Amendment. 

President Truman vetoed the bill and sent it back to 
Congress. The president had removed all of section 9 ex¬ 
cept the part which provides for the Federal Gov't standing 
80 percent of the cost of giving social security benefits to 
Indians in New Mexico and Arizona. This he left in. The 
Senate passed the bill again and sent it to the house. In 
the House one of the Congressmen objected to - the pro¬ 
vision that in the States of N.M. and Arizona the Federal 
Gov't, pay 80 percent of the cost of administering Social 
Security to Indians. In order for the bill to pass everyone 
had to agree. Congress was about to break up until Jan¬ 
uary, so the Navajo bill still remains on the agenda to be 
taken up again as soon as Congress meets again in Jan¬ 
uary.

Mr. Harper gave the people a careful explanation of 
whot had happened to the long range bill, pointing out 
that it was not lost, but was still on the agenda for Con¬ 
gress cs soon as it gets together again in January Mr 
Harper pointed out that this bill is very improtant to the 
Navaho people because it means that the United States 
Gov't recognizes the fact that something must be done 
for the Navahos, and it promises to do something about 
Navaho problems for a ten year period. Before this bill 
was written up Congressional Committees would look into 
Navaho affairs and see that something should be done 
but before anything could be started the members of the 
Committee on Indian Affairs would change and the new 


members would have to learn about Navaho problems 
themselves. 

Mr. Harper pointed out the advantages of the bill 
especially m connection with the provision that the 
Navahos be allowed to spend their Tribal Funds by simply 
rawing up a resolution telling what they want to spend 
them on, and then getting the Secretary's approval. As 
>t is now an act of Congress is needed before the Council 
con spend tne Tribol Funds. 

Mr Harper pointed out that the Senate added an 
amendment to the long range bill. The senate provided 
or a committee of Senators and Representatives to see 
how things are working out on the reservation under the 
°n 9 r< ^ ge bl11 and to ^port back to Congress on it "It 
looks like Congress means business, and intends to get 
results from the money spent on the Navaho Reservation 
So far as I know, no Navaho Superintendent has ever be- 
ore had a group of congressman literally standing behind 
h.s desk to see what he is doing, and I welcome it " the 
Superintendent said.

o the Navaho, sa,d that it was his plan to work with the 
Navaho people. "There will be no secrets front you at 
vVmdow Rock, he said. "Your affairs are handled there 
and you have a right ta know how. I recognize the Tribal 
Council, the Advisory Committee and the District Councils 
as representing your thinking and expressing what you 
want. I want to see your District Council here organize 
and make a survey of your needs in Districts 1, 2 and 3. 
What you fiad out and recommend can be a basis for 
interaction between here and Window Rock. Then we can 
go ahead on the programs that you people want." 

Mr. Harper went on to say, "At the last Council meet¬ 
ing proposed that the Tribal Chairman move to Window 
Rock where he will live and have an office. Here is why 
The Chairman and Vice Chairman hav'e to sign many 
papers «n regard to tribal business. When one of them 
lives 100 miles away in one direction, and the other 
many miles away in another direction, your business is 
attended to too slowly. If the Chairman is at Window 
Rock, your business can be acted upon quickly. 

We should make our decisions with your knowledge 
and with your approval. If Sam is at Window Rock, he will 
be on hand to represent you. He can attend meetings 
there, and read the letters I write to Washington and to 
mher place regarding you. He can help me to express 
things the way you want them expressed. I do not want 
to get your Tribal Officers at Window Rock in order to 
capture them, but in order to work with them on your 
business. 

"It is my fondest hope that we can restore confidence 
and mutual respect between the Navaho People and the 
Navaho Service. I believe we can accomplish this by work¬ 
ing together. Let's be truthful and sincere in our relations 
with each other. Let's build up this organization and make 
it work. 

I have already restated a policy which is—(1) | n 
employing people, Indians have preference over non- 
Indians; Navahos over other Indians, and veterans over 
non-veterans. (2) When important issues come up I intend 
to deal with them in these ways: No decision will be made 
until there has been an opportunity for thorough discussion 
and debate to secure Navaho thinking on the problem 
involved. I know that, in the past, important things have 
been sprung on you. I hope that will not happen again 
When the Gov t makes an important decision, it should do 
so knowing that there is Navaho understanding and 
support. Decisions based on persuasion last a long time, 
but those based on force vanish quickly." 

Those are some of the things Mr. Harper told the group 
at Tuba City. Mr. Harper is interested in working with 
fhe Navaho people on their problems. He wants Navahos 
to think about their problems and tell him what they think 
because he needs their cooperation in finding a solution 
to those problems. He would like to see the Navaho people 
organize and get together at their District Council and 
Chapter meetings. They can write down what the people 
think and agree on at these meetings. If everybody 
thinks and puts down the things decided and agreed upon 
all of these can be put together and some of the ideas 
can be used. Invite the Superintendent to your meetings. 

He cannot 
come to every meeting you hold, but he intends to be 
with you whenever he can.

I BELIEVE THE FERNANDEZ AMENDMENT 
IS DANGEROUS 
(By Tom Lincoln, Councilman) 

We Navahos really ask for the bill that was to give 
us $90,000,000, but all of last summer there was a 
great deal of quarreling out among the people. That is 
what we heard. Now this present Council meeting has 
been called in that connection, and it is to last three 
days. The people seem to be split into two groups with 
regard to the matter. When careful thought is given to 
this Fernandez Amendment it appears to contain some¬ 
thing menacing to the people. When you come down to 
the level at which the uneducated children of the Navahos 
find themselves, there is really cause for misgiving. We 
who are more advanced want it, and we say that we can 
use it. But at the level at which we find ourselves and 
our children all over the Navaho country, I think that 
the people are in no position to cope with the Fernandez 
Amendment. So let's leave it alone for the time being. 
Someday we'll come to it. In view of the factors men¬ 
tioned above, the matter of education should be given 
greater thought. 

Let's go on asking for schools, and let's compel our 
children to attend them. Only by so doing can we really 
understand this Amendment. By that line of approach we 
might be able to cope with-it—and maybe not, even 
then. 

That is our present way of thinking about it. We are 
not acting without purpose, or without first having given 
the matter due thought. It is for the reasons I mentioned 
that I do not think my people are ready for it. 

Now as a matter of fact we have, for a long time, ! 
had programs proposed for us which seemed so attractive 
that everyone would throng to them. People have gone 
all out for these, but in the end certain minor details 
come up which are like a pestilence. These details make 
it impossible for the people to continue to throng after 
the program. I mentioned this pestilence that begins. 
There comes to be hunger, and few crops on the land, be¬ 
cause we are 1 neglectful. We are thinking about the won¬ 
derful program, and we don't take time to plant much of 
anything. On account of the program we neglect our live¬ 
stock. We think something will be good. Then we really 
get deeply into it and find it to be otherwise. Trouble 
follows. Then the people say "Never again." So, on this 
account, I am voting against the Amendment. I don't like 
it. 

We asked for, and wanted, the $90,000,000 bill by 
itself, and we were happy about it. But this Fernandez 
Amendment that wcs stuck onto it makes me sick at my 
stomach as I think about it. And I am not the only one 
who is sick on account of it. When I go to the homes of 
my people everywhere; when I see poverty and the un¬ 
educated children, and think about their hardships, then 
it really sickens me. That’s why I don t like this Amend¬ 
ment. 

They say that they want to rush us into doing the 
things that the white people do on the outside—paying 
taxes and the like. Comparing the Navahos with the 
whites, it is obvious that the Navahos cannot do all these 
things—they are not capable of them. This is what 
makes me sick. That is the way it appears to me. and I’m 
not in accord with the Fernandez Amendment. 

Of course there are some of you people who say that 
we Councilmen merely hold you back and cause hardships 
for you. But as we think about it, we do not hold you 
back. With all the trouble we now have, shall we add 
more? I’m afraid for my people who already have so many 
troubles, and for this reason I’m against the Amendment. 

I do not take this stand because I disapprove of the 
Amendment itself. I take this stand because I am think¬ 
ing about the condition of the livestock and the'other 
things with which the people advance. It is my personal 
point of view. It is for these reasons that I disapprove. 

I’m really opposed to this Fernandez Amendment. If 
it had been included in the Long Range Bill from the 
beginning; if it had been discussed in conjunction with 
the latter, people might have reacted differently to it. 
They would have known about it. But just about the time 
the bill is to be approved they stick the Fernandez 
Amendment onto it, which makes me really against it. 
The Navahos living outside the reservation say that they 
' want it, but I know how those people live. I am referring 
to those people around Crownpoint. I do not approve of 
their way of doing things either. Last night someone said, 
"I’m leader of 200 people from over there." I don’t know 
whether he meant Ramah or Canyoncito, but he said, 
"j’m the leader of the people there. We’ve been discuss¬ 
ing this bill, and we are in favor of it." Even so, I am 
afraid for them. 


They have the same problems that confront me. So 
why should they be in favor of it, I wonder? I personally 
believe that it is not good for them. They are being mis¬ 
led, and therefore I disapprove of this Fernandez Amend¬ 
ment. I do not disapprove of the money. I am in favor of 
it, and was one of those who asked for it. But this 
Fernandez Amendment has scared me out. So, my people 
everyhere, those of you who are poor, it is for your sake 
that I think thus. 

It isn’t that I, or the Councilmen, act to get money into 
our pockets. There is indeed money in this program, but 
with that amendment attached to it I do not approve of 
it. I have misgivings with regard to it. By fostering edu¬ 
cation; by getting greater appropriations for education 
and schools for our children, and by compelling them to 
attend, we’ll see how things turn out in the future. If we 
really put forth the effort, we’ll probably get there soon¬ 
er or later. And by so doing we will not have cause for 
regret. 

Next I wish to discuss the matter of Navaho cere¬ 
monialism. I have a different way of thinking in these 
matters. In connection with the religion which we, the 
Navaho people, and our medicine men, carry on today— 
from the smallest ceremony to the Night Chant, the Nine 
Night Ceremonies and the War Dance—the Fernandez 
Amendment would change them all. That is another bad 
feature of this Amendment which makes me suspicious 
of it. I feel that, with this Amendment, our ceremonialism 
would not last long. And we are dependent upon these 
ceremonies to save us and to cure us. By carefully carry¬ 
ing on these ceremonies we are saved from danger, and 
we manage to continue living as a group. As our children 
come into the world and catch some kind of disease, our 
ceremonials prove effective for them. We turn to the 
medicine men who have the Pollen, or who perform rites, 
or have the prayers. They are the ones who represent 
us in the matter of blessings, and by means of these we 
survive and prosper. These things are effective and re¬ 
storative. With this Fernandez Amendment we would be 
losing the ceremonies which are our bodies, our souls and 
our blood. This matter about which there are words (the 
Amendment) will give rise to other undesirable features 
in the future. I am handling it gingerly on that account. 
The medicine men of the people would probably have to 
get a license to practice. And probably only those in good 
health would be allowed to practice. That might come 
about. Those not in good health might be eliminated or 
set apart. That would not be good for us. I have this 
matter in mind too in saying what I say. It’s not that I 
have only a single basis for my viewpoint. The foregoing 
is another reason for which I disapprove the Amendment. 

And what young person in the future will learn the 
ceremonies? Many do not want them; many do not desire 
them. You old people can still carry them on. I don’t 
know how old people are when they learn, but they carry 
on the ceremonies all their lives, until the day they curl 
up with old age. I think this Fernandez Amendment will 
conflict with our ceremonialism. The services of all those 


people who, from one end of the reservation to the other 
know the ceremonies, will be denied to us. So there is 
not just one possible source of trouble in this Amendment, 
but there’are others as well. And these I do not approve. 
I’m not trying to save myself alone. I disapprove for the 
sake of all my people. When we split last summer in our 
thinking about this Fernandez Amendment, this was one 
of my reasons for disapproval. It remains so. I disapprove, 
although I do approve of the money. The Amendment 
would bring us something unfamiliar.

la’ doo ’aldo’ t’aa Tseghahoodzanigi dah sidaa 
dooleel; t’aa ’akwii bighan dooleel. 

Among other resolutions passed on the last day of the 
Council meeting are: 

1. Of the money set aside for loans, $500,000 can be 
used to buy land. The land will be bought in the name 
of the tribe and assigned to individuals. These indivi¬ 
duals will pay rent on such land; at least enough to pay 
the taxes on it, and to pay for managing it. 

2. The Tribal Office will be moved to Window Rock, 
where an offjce and a residence will be provided for the 
Tribal Chairman. As soon as the Chairman comes to 
live and work at Window Rock his salary will be raised to 
$5,000 a year, and the salary of the Vice Chairman will 
be raised to $2,400 a year. 

3. A Secretary-Treasurer for the Navaho Tribe will be 
selected by the Council. He will be a Navaho, and will 
live at Window Rock.
